THE BIBLE SCHOOL 


I guess some are wondering 
what the Bible School is doing 
this year. It is announced to 
commence the EIGHTEENTH 
OF SEPTEMBER this year 
which is much earlier than usu- 
al. ~This is some _ indication 
that it is becoming more inter- 
esting. Well, this is true. It 
has been growing with each 
successive year ever since it 
started. This year the prospects 
ate very bright for a still larger 
attendance. 


The school has been fine all 
the way along, and last year the 
attendance was good, but the 
outlook this year is for a large 
attendance in spite of all the 
hindrances, “hard times,” and 
discouragements that have been 
presenting themselves. 


We have already more than 
sixty-five applications in hand 
with twenty or more prospects 
besides. We are enlarging our 
quarters and providing better 
accommodations for the schol- 
ars and teachers. More school 
desks have been ordered, and 
better and more convenient 
class rooms are being provided. 
We mean business for the Lord 
and we expect every scholar 
that comes to mean the same. 





This school is not for chil- 
dren, we may have a school for 
children some time, but this is 
for grownups who want to pre- 
pare for Christian work. It is 
called a Bible school because 
the Bible is the principal text 
book, but we give literary in- 
structions to those who have a 
very limited education. It 
takes this in some instances to 
make a person able to compre- 
hend and understand the Scrip- 
tures. 


There is one thing peculiar to 
this schod] that is not in all 
schools—the Holy Ghost is the 
great Teacher and must be hon- 
ored in His place at all times. 
It is He that leads the student 
into the deep and hidden mys- 
teries that are beneath the sur- 
face of all Bible truths. It is 
the Spirit that illuminates both 
the minds of the students and 
the body matter of the _ text 
books. It is Himself that leads 
into and keeps the students up 
in their spirituality. And ev- 
ery scholar is expected to im- 
prove in spirituality as well as 
mentally. 


The faculty of the school 
wishes to impress on the minds 
of all who attend to come early. 
Every one should be in Cleve- 
land not later than the fifteenth 





and one or two days earlier if 
possible. Arrangements will be 
made to meet the trains on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
the week before the school 
opens. The pupils will all be 
expected to come to the Evan- 
gel office Thursday, Friday or 
Saturday—14, 15, 16, for ex- 
amination and grading. This 
work must all be done so school 
can open in regular order at 
eight o’clock Monday morning, 
Sept.18. And those who want 
to do light housekeeping should 
come at least a week early so 
they will have plenty of time to 
get located and everything ready 
for business. 


We are going to do our best 
to make everything pleasant 
and comfortable and we want 
all to feel happy and at home. 
A splendid reception will be 
waiting every student. It will 
be our chief aim to set before 
the newcomers a feast of sun- 
shine and cheer at the very be- 
ginning. And the students that 
were here last year will know 
just how to be at home as soon 
as they arrive. What a good 
time we are expecting! I will 
be very sorry if any feel com- 
pelled to wait until the Assem- 
bly to come. Better start in at 
the first if possible. We -will 
look for you! 





THE ORPHANAGE 
WORK 


The Kentucky brethren have 
completed their house and gone 
home. Brother Prewitt, whose 
home is at Corbin, Kentucky, 
stuck to it from the beginning 
until the last of the finishing 
was on. I never saw a more 
faithful worker. He had the 
burden on him so heavy before 
he commenced the building that 
he could not sleep of nights. I 
guess he feels greatly relieved 
now. 


But Brother Prewitt was 
not alone in this work. His 
good wife was with him every 
day and gave him all the en- 
couragement and _ assistance 
that she could. She not only 
cooked his meals and kept the 
house comfortable, but she ac- 
tually helped with the work on 
the house. And besides the ex- 
cellent help of his good wife 
Brothers Muncy, Mays and Bas- 
ham worked hard and faithfully, 
but neither ef them were able to 
help all the time on account of 
home duties. 


We very much enjoyed the 
good spirit and sweet fellowship 
of these Kentucky people while 
they were here and we almost 
regreted that the building was 
finished and they had to go 
back to their homes. Their 
memory will ever be pleasant, 
and we will expect them and 
others from that great state to 
return occasionally and view 
the building and surrounding 
grounds when they are all alive 
with boys and girls. 


We have been housing a num- 
ber of our children in the Bible 
school dormitory this summer 
while the new buildings were in 
construction, and now we will 
have to move the children and 
get the dormitory ready for the 
Bible school students. We have 
great times changing about and 
turning things so as to keep the 
work going with so little capital, 
and while the work is in its in- 
fancy. Weare alive with work, 
work, work, and God helps us 
to keep things going. 


We now have twenty-seven 
little mouths to feed besides the 
matron .and workers. This 
makes quite a family and the 
cost of food alone is no little 
thing. But we have a nice gar- 
den and truck patch where the 
little boys have been working 
during the summer, and this 
helps with the different varieties 
of vegetables. Besides this we 


| have a larger tract of land in 


cultivation where we have corn, 
beans, peas, tomatoes and 
sweet-potatoes. The children 
were too small to cultivate this 
field this year and we had to 
rent it out, but it will be ready 
for our boys to work on when 
they get older. 


Although we have produced 
everything we could this year 
our weekly outgo of cash for 
orphanage expenses amounts to 
fifty to seventy dollars. And 
this is summer time when al 
the little fellows go bare-footed 
and the boys wear little blue 
overalls. But now it is coming 
winter, and school commences, 
and what a hurrying and scur- 
rying there will be to get books 
and shoes and stockings, and 
winter clothing. You can im- 
agine what it will take to put 
us through the winter. 


I must tell a little story of 
what happened recently. The 
Cleveland Woolen Mill, a very 
large concern in the city, had 
been selling bundles of cloth 
that did not bear inspection, 
very cheap and we thought per- 
haps we could purchase a _ lot 
of this goods cheap and make 
the winter clothes. According- 


ly Brother and Sister Llewellyn, 


Mrs. Tomlinson and the Matron 
went down to see about it. 
When they arrived they were 
told that they were out of that 
kind of goods and the superin- 
tendent suggested that he sell 
them ready made suits. They 
went to look at the suits and 
found what they wanted. The 


price was nine dollars a_ suit 
which would make $108.00 for 
twelve boys, but without asking 
to be favored, the kind super- 


intendent gave us a reduction so 
that the bill was only $55.50. I 
certainly feel grateful for this 
favor and I know all who are 
interested will join me in this 
good feeling. This shows the 
interest the business men of the 
city are taking in this great 
work. We get similar favors 
from almost every source.

wear. You can see that the 
money we receive is going rap- 
idly. Unless there is some rus- 
tling around pretty soon it 
will be going out faster than it 
comes in. But I’m sure thou- 
sands of prayers are ascending 
through the skies and surely He 
who said “For of such is_ the 
kingdom of God” will not al- 
low the little mouths to go hun- 
gry, or the little feet to suffer 
with cold. He will have some- 
body sending in the neccessities 
of life or the money to buy 
them. We do not feel uneasy 
about it, yet we can’t keep from 
feeling the responsibility, be- 
cause we have to look after the 
interests of the home. 


Now that the Kentucky house 
is finished there is the furniture 
to buy—stoves, beds and their 
furnishings, except quilts, we 
have plenty of quilts, tables, 
chairs, dressers, dishes, cooking 
utensils, and everything that it 
takes to make a home comfort- 
able. And everything takes 
money, although we are always 
favored with reductions. Here 
is something to pray about and 
work for. And I’m sure we will 
all work together to maintain 
this institution. 


Right here I am going to add 
a little bit of information and 
make a suggestion. We find in 
going over our things that we 
need a lot of large sheets and 
medium sized pillow-slips. We 
have, a lot of pillows with no 
cases. It has occurred to my 
mind that our good sisters 
would be delighted to furnish 
these sheets and pillow-cases.

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THE MISSOURI 
STATE ASSEMBLY

The State Assembly. for the Churches 
of God in Missouri convened in the 
church house at Mountain Grove, Mo., 
at 9.30 o'clock, Tuesday morning, Aug. 
3, 1922. 

The devil thought he had us going 
his way in Missouri and did every- 
thing ia his power to discourage us 
and had nearly everyone believing 
we could not begin the Assembly 
till night but, Brother E. L. Pinkley, 
our faithful overseer, and a few of 
the saints were on hand and the very 
first session began exactly on time, 
thereby, giving the devil a black eye 
right on the start which partly blind- 
ed ‘him and disabled him for service. 
Before we got through he was also 
blinded in the other eye which gave 
us complete victory. Praise our God 
forever! 

Brother E. L. Pinkley, our state ov- 
erseer, opened the Assembly and ap- 
pointed J. M. Viney of Joplin, Mo., as 
clerk. Then he preached the opening 
sermon taking for His Scripture Rom. 
12...He exhorted the saints to true 
holiness and to be filled with that 
divine love of God. After this dis- 
course we adjourned for noon. After 
dinner we came together again, ex- 
actly on time and as our overseer 
said in the beginning we did not give 
the devil one inch of space or one 
minute of time. During the song 
service the power of God was wonder- 
fully manifested in dancing, shouting 
and praising God. After prayer Broth- 
er. W. A. Ledford brought the 
message. His subject was Benefits of 
Church Government. His Scriptures 
were Isa. 9:6, 7; Matt. 28:18; Acts 
20:28; Jude 8:25; Heb. 13:17; 1 Pet. 
5:2; 2 Pet. 2:10. At the close of this 
discourse we adjourned with prayer by 
Cc. M. Mead. 


On Wednesday, Aug. 2, the Assembly 
came together again. J. M. Viney, 
pastor of the Joplin church delivered 
& sermon. His subject was Faith. 
During this message which was very 
inspiring a message came in tongues 
and the interpretation given, exhorting 
the members to be loyal to the Church 
of God. After talking awhile from 
Rom. 13 another message was given 
warning the saints to heed to the ser- 
vants of God amd to obey them who 
had the rule over them in the Lord. 
The meeting thea adjourned for noon. 


After dinner we came together again 
for the afternoen session. During the 
song service the power of God was 
manifested in a wonderful way. Broth- 
er Pinkley, our state overseer, in the 
absence of Brother John Burk whose 
Mame appeared on the program for 
the subject, Danger Signals, took up 
the subject, bringing out the signals 
used on railroads and comparing them 
spiritually in order as follows: First 
signal, red flag; second signal, fuses 
and third signal, torpedoes. These sig- 
mals are supplied by the Railroad 
Companies for their benefit ete. These 
signals if unheeded may cause wrecks, 
probably much suffering, and many 
deaths. God has many signals in His 
Word which if unheeded may cause 
these same things spiritually speaking. 
Because we see people who are not in 
the Church we must not say it is not 
the way. It is dangerous to take up 
things that we have once laid down 
Such as tobacco, adultery, wearing of 
gold etc. One of God’s signals is to 
abstain from the very appearance of 
evil. It is dangerous for women to be- 
ein twisting their hair over their ears 
and to wear low neck dresses. It may 
not be sin but we must heed the dan- 
ger signals. It is dangerous to get into 
the Church of God and then sit down 
and say, “I will not pay tithes.” It is 
dangerous to think that you know it 
all and that no one can preach as good 
@s you. Itisa dangerous spirit to 
think that if we are not talking in 
tongues all the time we have not the 
Holy Ghost. It is dangerous to think 
we must have tongues and interpreta- 
tions in order to do God’s bidding. It 
is dangerous te fail to obey the deacons 
of the church in the absence of the 
pastor. It is dangerous to stand out 
against the pastor. It is dangerous 
for the pastor to disobey the district 
Overseer, or for the district overseer 
to disobey the state overseer etc. Itis 
dangerous te make a vow and then 
not pay it. It is dangerous to fail to 
do our part or let the devil get one 
inch, or to compromise in any way. It 
is dangerous to take a transfer to 
something else out side the church. It 
is dangerous to put hands on, or speak 
against God’s anointed. It is danger- 
ous to not stay close to one another. 
It is dangerous to reject God in any 
way. It is dangerous for a preacher to 
take up secular work. It is dangerous 
to let the devil believe we have not 
power to heal the sick, or cast out 
devils. It is dangerous to carry a Bible 
under our arm as a weapon to fight 
the Church of God with. It is 
dangerous to be afraid of the 
devil. At this point the power of 
God fell in a wonderful way and a 
message was given in tongues and 
interpreted. The saints were in- 
structed to obey the voice of God and 
He would give them power over un- 
clean spirits and confirm His Word 
with signs following. Another mes- 
Bage was given enquiring why we 
were so slothful in regard to obeying 
God, also another message saying the 
time had come when we must obey 
God and He would give us power to 
heal, to cast out devils etc. After 
the message an altar call was made 
and several responded. Again the 
power of God fell in a wonderful way. 


After the altar service Brother 
Pinkley continued his discourse on 
Danger Signals. It is dangerous to 
be afraid to obey God. It is dan- 
gerous to let jealously creep into our 
hearts when God uses some one else 
better than He does us. It is dan- 
gerous to try to continue in the 
Cosrch of God while living an un- 
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clean life. It is dangerous to stand 
idly by when God says go. It is dan- 
gerous to seek the Holy Ghost and 
not believe that the Church of God 
is right. Then Brother Pinkley sang 
a song entitled, Why will you longer 
stand idle, what will the harvest be? 
It is dangerous to run from God and 
not go where God wants us to go. Let 
us believe God for big things and 
believe that nothing is impossible 
with God. After this sermon we ad- 
journed until the night service. 

On Wednesday morning the state 
overseer again opened the assembly, 
making a few remarks in regard to 
trusting God and stating how won- 
derfully God had provided for us. Dur- 
ing this talk God gave a message in 
tongues and the interpretation in- 
structing us to trust entirely on Him 
and He would supply our every need. 
Another message was given saying if 
we were true to Him He would stop 
the mouths of the gainsayers and for 
us to obey God at all times etc. 
Brother Pinkley then sang a song 
entitled Nothing Between. 


Brother J. M. Viney then delivered 
the message, his subject was Duties 
of Church Members. 3 Fhe G&G. 
Brother Pinkley followed Brother 
Viney with a few remarks from 1 
John 1, and Heb. 7. Adjourned with 
prayer by J. B. Baney. 


After dinner we gathered together 
again for the afternoon session. The 
service opened with song service and 
prayer during which the power of God 
was manifested in dancing and shout- 
ing etc. The moderator then called 
on W. A. Ledford to bring the mes- 
sage. His subject was The Church 
of God. His Scriptures were Matt. 
16:18; John 10:16; Acts 20:28; Rom. 
12:5; Gal. 1:13; 1 Thes. 2:14; 2 Thes. 
1:4; 1 Tim. 3:5; Col. 1:18. The state 
overseer followed Brother Ledford in 
a few timely remarks on keeping Rec- 
ord, quoting Mal. 3:16, and How we 
Get into the Church. Eph. 5:13; Luke 
10. He said that God in heaven 
makes people fit for the Church of 
God. John 3:22. Jesus baptizing 
through His disciples, preachers and 
heals through His ministry, adds to 
the Church through His ministers etc. 
Adjourned by prayer by E. M. Mead 
of Sherwin, Kans. 

On Thursday morning the Sate 
Assembly met again and God met with 
us and we had a wonderful time in 
praising God. God spoke through 
His servants in tongues and _ there 
were interpretations etc. In the ab- 
sence of Brother Baney whose sub- 
ject was sanctification Brother Pink- 
ley took up the subject and preached 
a wonderful sermon. His Scriptures 
were John 17:17; Rom. 15:16; Heb. 
13:12; John 1:7 and 1 Cor. 5:11-13. 
After the sermon we all went to 
prayer and the sweet mellow pres- 
ence of God was in our midst. After 
the prayer and testimonies two sis- 
ters requested that the elders lay 
hands on them and pray that God 
would remove all doubts and fears 
and that they may obey God. The 
meeting adjourned at 12:20 o’clock. 
On Friday afternoon, Brother E. M. 
Mead of Sherwin, Kans., gave us a 
good message. His subject was Love. 
He took for his Scripture 1 Cor. 18. 

On Saturday morning God met with 
us again as heretofore. Brother J. 
B. Baney preached a wonderful ser- 
mon on Church Government which 
was very inspiring. His Scriptures 
were Acts 6; 1 Cor. 6:1; 2 Pet. 2:9; 
Jude 8. After the sermon an altar 
call was made and several responded. 
Brother Pinkley then made a few re- 
marks in regard to saints judging 
angels (angels are ministering spirits 
etc), also in regard to the court of 
judges. After these remarks we ad- 
journed for noon. 

After dinner the State Assembly 
came together again for the final ses- 
sion. This session opened with song 
service followed by concert prayer, 
then another song. Brother Pinkley 
brought forth the message to preach- 
ers using for His Scriptures Eph. 4; 
Rev. 2:1; 2:12; 3:7. After a very in- 
structive sermon and answering ques- 
tions in regard to the Church of God 
teachings the following business was 
transacted: Brother F. M. Montgom- 
ery was released as district overseer 
of the St. Louis district: Brother Led- 
ford was released as pastor of 
Mountain Grove and sent to Cantwell, 
Mo. Brother Baney was appointed 
as pastor of Mountain Grove church 
and the Brighton, Mo., church was 
added to the Joplin district. The 
State Assembly was then brought to 
a close by prayer by Brother Pinkley, 
state overseer and moderator. 

To say that this Assembly was a 
success would be putting it mild. 
Nearly every one who was there went 
home greatly encouraged and more 


than ever before and every one was 
thoroughly convinced that we do not 
only believe it is the Church of God 
but that we know it is the Church of 
God. Many of the preachers were 
kept away on account of the railroad 
strike and the financial strain, yet 
those who were there have a deter- 
mination that in spite of all opposi- 
tions the Church of God shall shine 
brighter in old Missouri than ever be- 
fore. 

I want to say that the success of 
the Assembly depended largely on our 
worthy state overseer, E. L. Pinkley, 
as he was determined not to give the 
devil one inch and the devil was de- 
feated on every hand. Hallelujah! 
Hurrah for old Missouri!
